‘KOREA HERALD' EXPOSES NORTH'S PROPAGANDA HOAX

{Text} A North Korean radio announced in a relatively mild and inoffensive tone 
this time, proudly told residents of the communist northern half of the peninsula 
last 19 February: "The WASHINGTON POST of the United States carried the great 
leader's (Kim [l-song's) immortal work on the reunification of Korea in while for 
2 days in a row on 10 and 11 February with his photo." 


Newscasts in North Korea are generally made in a floried and defiant tone, but 
this one was toned down because of the involvement of the man who enjoys a monarch- 
like status--never seen in other communist countries. 


In fact, Kim [l-song is regularly described with all manners of flattering and 
sycophantic titles, such as “great leader, our sun, invincible fighter and 
strategist." 


The POST story, in reality, was an advertisement the debt-ridden Pyongyang regime 
carried in that leading American newspaper to propagate Kim's speech concerning a 
confederated Korea which he reportedly made at a North Korean Workers’ Party 
Congress held in October. 


t was well known that North Korea, despite its already serious foreign exchange 
problems, often runs large ads in respected foreign news media, seemingly to kill 
two birds with one stone: to launch false peace propaganda abroad by presenting 
misleading stories and to utilize the occasions in further idolizing this “human 
god" by telling its residents that those papers voluntarily carried the stories to 
show their respect for Kim. 


"Won't many naive North Koreans in that closed society take what is reported by 
their announcer at face value and increase their blind obedience to Kim?" North 
Korea watchers ask. 


As if to use any means to achieve their objects, the communist North Koreans have 
recently resorted to a “cunning and foolhardy" method--a method which any person 
of normal sense and behavior can hardly contemplate, the observers note. 














North Korean publicity material distributed recently in a Middle East country 
is one typical example, It purports to be a xeroxed copy of the KOREA HERALD 
but actually contains stories from a different English-language daily. 


North Koreans “edited” the HERALD (nameplate only) in their own way--with contents 
culled from the other English newspaper--in its echeme to cause the people of the 
Mideast country to feel hatred toward the Republic of Korea, 


The North Korean "edition" shows only part of a supplement page of the KOREA 
HERALD, which was copied in such a shrewd way that it does not show the date of 
issue of the “real” HERALD. 


Experts on North Korean affairs suggest that the communists must have done this to 
block any attempt to expose the fabrication. 


Readers of the KOREA HERALD will easily notice that the "World Tidbits" column 
in the "North Korean edition" does wot exist in the HERALD. The printing types 
of the headlines in the fabricated edition also tell they are alien to the HERALD. 


Such false propaganda tactics by Pyongyang are no surprise to those who are well 
versed in North Korean affairs. 


A veteran diplomat who served as ambassador to Tehran for nearly 2 years until 
April of last year testifies that Pyongyang has been engrossed in anti-Seoul 
propaganda activities by propagating "fabricated rumors against this republic" 
in the Middle East as well as elsewhere in the world. 


"I can cite many such cases. But, let me just tell you one example," Kim Tong-hui, 
now vice minister of foreign affairs, told the KOREA HERALD. 


His account: "On 26 June 1979, a Tehran newspaper carried an interview given by 
the North Korean ambassador in the Iranian capital, in which the Pyongyang envoy 
alleged that it was South Korea which triggered the Korean war by invading the 
north. 


“This case demonstrates how shameless the North Korean operatives are in misleading 
the foreign press and its readers for its own propaganda purposes. 


"I had to counter that blatant lie with a rebuttal statement carried in an Iranian 
newspaper, citing such historical evidence as the UN resolution condemning North 
Korea as the aggressor (in the Korean war) and providing for the dispatch of troops 
by the 16 allied nations to help repel the aggression. 


"The North Korean envoy also told the same story he had carried in the paper to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeyni in person and this prompted me to discredit the 

shameless lie with the then Iranian foreign minister and, through his intermediation, 
with the leader of the Islamic revolution himself. 


"Tl had to make it clear to them that the version of the Korean war as told by the 
North Koreans was an outright distortion of the self-evident historicai facts. 








"l also took the opportunity of having an audience with Ayatollah Khomeyni to tell 
him what North Korea's internal politics are really like." 


Statistics available in Seoul show that the Pyongyang regime carried a total of 
842 advertisements in news media around the world in 1978 and 1,306 in 1979, 
This rising trend ie indicative of the Korean communists’ desperate attempt to 
slander this republic and diplomatically isolate it from the world community, 
the North Korea watchers observed, 


"Who can dare deny the possibility that the times, tribunes, monitors, poste or 


mails will some day be aghast to find their ‘Pyongyang editions’ in circulation?" 
they remarked cynically.

CHON TRIP TO SOUTHEAST ASIA--Seoul, 2 Jun (YONHAP)--North Korea has hurriedly 
dispatched a delegation of senior officials to member countries of the Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) to reduce the expected diplomatic fruite of 
South Korean President Chon Tu-hwan's trip to the region 25 June-9 July, a diplo- 
matic source said Tuesday. The source said a group of North Koreans officials led 
by Kye Ung-tae, vice premier and a Politburo member, is currently visiting Indonesia 
and scheduled to tour Malaysia 5-10 June, seeking expanded bilateral cooperation. 
The source also disclosed that Pyongyang failed in its attempt to extend the 
delegation's trip to Singapore and Thailand, since those two countries refused to 
receive the delegation because its visit would not be “opportune.” Pyongyang's 
attempt resulted from its concern that Chon's journey to the ASEAN nations could 
erode North Korea's current ties with those nations, which it regards as important,

Quoting North Korea's Kim ll-song as 
saying late last year that some workers di” not want to work, the newspaper said 
that opposition to extra duties without overtime compensation must be spreading 
among North Korean workers.

ROK PARTIES TO GET FINANCIAL AID FROM GOVERNMENT

[Text] The government decided in its cabinet meeting yesterday to release 400 
million won from its reserve fund to assist the operation of political parties 
upon the request of the latter. 


Kwon Chung-tal, secretary-general of the Majority Democratic Justice Party, said 
prior to the decision that he made the request for assistance in consideration 
of the financial pinch suffered by other political parties about two weeks ago. 


He said the money would be distributed among the political parties following the 
ratios stipulated by the present political fund law. 


He went on to say that his party could manage to get along with the membership 
dues paid by party members and lawmakers, even without the assistance. 


However, he said his party could not remain indifferent to the financial problems 
of other parties in view of the spirit of the present multiparty system in politics. 


Basically, each party should stand on its own feet financially either by member- 
ship dues and money raised through the supporters’ groups, he said. 


The request for government assistance was necessary since other parties were luke- 
warm in setting up supporters’ groups even though he made it clear the money to 
be raised through them would be used in a “pool” system, he said. 


Under the distribution ratio specified by the law, the Majority DJP will receive 
178 million won (44.7 percent), the Korea Democratic Party, 108.6 million won 
(27.1 percent), the Civil Rights Party, 34 million won (8.4 percent), the Sinjong- 
Tang, 8.8 million won (2.2 percent), the Democratic Socialist Party, 7.1 million 
won (1.6 percent), the Minnong, 3.2 million won (0.8 percent), and the Anmin-Tang, 
2.2 million won (0.5 percent). 


The distribution ratio is based on the numbers of lawmakers and the votes each 
party garnered in the last elections on March 25. 


The use of the assistance will be confined to salaries, office supplies, and the 
maintenance of offices including utility charges, according to the law. 


And political parties are under the obligation to make reports to the Central 
Election Management Committee on how they use the money.

SEOUL DAILY CARRIES SUMMARY OF KNP REPRESENTATIVES SPEECH

[Text] Yi Man-sop, vice president of the Korean National Party (KNP), yesterday 
proposed the formation of an ad hoe election system improvement committee to 
"inetitutionally” vedress “shortcomings” of the current presidential and parlia- 
mentary election mechaniems. 


The election system should be overhauled to enable the people to reflect their 
opinions “in an honest and effective manner,” Yi demanded. 


In his keynote speech before the National Assembly, the KNP vice president asserted 
that a peaceful change of power should be ensured and political reprisals should 
be eliminated, if free democracy is to take root in the nation. 


The peaceful change of government will not come just because President Chon Tu-hwan 
is to step down at the end of hie single seven-year term, he observed. 


Yi stressed that the peaceful transition of government depends on how well ‘le 
honest opinions of the people are reflected in free elections. 


He said it will be advisable for the assembly to pick future presidents, he noted. 


Terming the March 25 parliamentary elections as corrupt, he claimed the present 
parliamentary election method should be revised to forestall corruption in future 
assembly elections. 


Both the majority and minority parties should acknowledge the last assembly elec- 
tions were swayed by money influences, he said. 


If Plutocracy is to be allowed to influence future electic~s, he warned, the 
people will be inevitably misled and social values will '. demolished. 


Speaking of the proportional representation system of the current parliamentary 
election law, he argued that it is absurd for the party with the largest number 
of assembly seats to get two-thirds of the seats set aside for proportional repre- 
sentation. 


"It is a moot question whether the government party should obtain a majority in 
the assembly in the multiparty system," he said. 











Therefore, the number of lawmakers to be picked by direct popular vote should be 
increased and the quota for proportional representation should be reduced and the 
queta should be divided in the ratio of votes received, Lee said. 


In order to preclude possible corruption in future assembly elections, the electoral 
districts should be increased by two or three times or a syatem adopted in which a 
single district would choose a larger number of lawmakers, he eaid. 


Urging that "political reprisal" should be abulished for greater national concord 
and harmony, the KNP vice president maintained that those whose political activities 
are outlawed until June 1988 should be permitted to take part in the construction 
of the fifth republic, 


Yi said the National Assembly law should be revieed to authorize the Standing 
Committees to debate the national budget bill. 


The KNP senior Lawmaker said a special committee should be created in the assembly 
to comprehensively review the laws enacted by the now defunct legislative assembly, 
an interim legislature. 


Saying the KNP is willing to endorse the government's diplomatic, defense and 
unification policies “in a euprapartiean manner," he urged the government to estab- 
lish diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union and communist China. 


He aleo called for an increase in trade with communiet China and East European 
countries. 


He further claimed that the mistrust and discrepancy between the government and 
the people will grow, if the press faile to perform ite mission properly.

STRENGTHENING NATIONAL DEFENSE URGED--President Chon Tu-hwan said yesterday that 
unless the country established the rights to survival and to sovereignty with ite 
own strength, national history could hardly be preserved. “To ue, defense of the 
fatherland ie a faith at all times," said the president. He went on, "We are now 
living in an era of challenge and ordeal which are fiercer than ever. With our 
country divided, we confront unremitting threats from hostile communist forces." 
The chief executive made the remarks in a brief address during a Buddhist service 
held at the Hyatt Regency Hotel last evening for the “nation and head of state." 
About 1,700 leading figures from various walke of life attended it. Renewing 
pledges he hae made in hie inaugural address to realize freedom from the threat 
of war, from poverty, and from abuse of power, the president said, "If we fail 

to accomplish freedom from these three things, our freedom and human life plus 
the right to survival will alwaye be placed in jeopardy." He termed self-centered 
attitudes and mammoniem-dominated society wrong tendencies in an industrial 
society. He said they were inner challenges the people were faced with now. 
President Chon said he understood that Buddhiem was the teaching of freedom. "I 
think the ultimate idea of Buddhism is to gain freedom from human suffering and 
build personality through self-consciousness." He said that in thie regard, 
Buddhism was a religion which had power to cope effectively with the inner chal- 
lenges of today's industrial society.

CHRISTLANS' PARTICIPATION URGED--Seoul, 14 May (YONHAP)--Korea's President Chon 
Tu-hwan Thureday called on the nation's Christian leaders to actively participate 
in building “a new, great society.”

CHON CALLS FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF MARKET ECONOMIC SYSTEM

[Text] President Chon Tu-hwan yesterday said that government's economic policy 
which aims at bringing about another takeoff in the 1980's should be worked out. 
on a long-term basis by eliminating various factors hampering developments. 


He then called for the realization of the people's consciousness. 


The president said that on the occasion of the enforcement of the Antitrust and 
Fair Trading Act, a market economic system should be established by rectifying 
the government's support measures for business concerns and accelerating competi- 
tion among them. 


In connection with this, he said, the people are asked to acc ustom themselves to 
a sound pattern of consumption. 


The chief executive made the point at a monthly economic reviewing session held 
at the economic planning board. The session was attended by Prime Minister Nam 
Tok-u, cabinet ministers and chief policymakers, floor leaders and spokesmen of 
major political parties. 


The president called on business firms to discard the habit of only seeking big 
profits and advised the general public to report unfair trading activities to 
authorities concerned in order to achieve successful implementation of the fair 
trading and transacting Law. 


“Commodity prices have been stabilized recently, but the cabinet should exert 
continued efforts for the prevention of an inflationary mood and the stabilization 
of prices as there are still some unstable elements," he remarked. 





“an upward economic trend is likely in all industrial sectors from the second 
quarter ofthe year. However it is unwise to try to achieve an economic boom 
rapidly. Rather, I suggest that we should try to score a sustained development, 
in parallel with the trend of foreign countries. Thus, the plan aimed at creating 
an economic boom should be implemented prudently," he said. 


The president called on the nation's shipbuilding companies not to indulge in 
excessive competition among themselves in receiving orders from foreign countries. 








Touching on the rice planting to be etarted from the end of thie month, President 
Chon directed Minieter of Agriculture and Fisheries Ko Kun to map out measures to 
employ idle labor in Seoul and other major cities of the country. 


He chen suggested a measure to employ civil servants, soldiers and studente for 
the rice tranaplanting. 


After che briefing session, the president attended a luncheon with economic cabinet 
ministers, ranking officials and Saemaul, (new community) leaders.

SOCTO-POLITICAL STABILITY CAUSES GNP TO INCREASE

[Text] The Korean economy is expected to enter into a recovery phase gradually, 
ae the gross national product (GNP) made a good start this year. 


The GNP, according to an estimate by the Bank of Korea, showed a real increase 
rate of 1.2 percent during the first three months of this year compared with last 
year's same period, emerging from below the sero point growth registered for the 
four consecutive quarters of last year. 


Sources at the Central Bank said yesterday that the GNP would accelerate to an 
average increase rate of 5-6 percent to match the original government goal for this 
year. 


They made it clear that the Korean economy would be able to get out of the long 
tunnel of business recession at least, given normal crops of cereals. 


However, the time is not yet ripe for predicting bright prospects for full pros- 
perity of the nation's economy on the ground that there are many uncertain 
variables in attaining the goal. 


World economic trends and trade terms on which the Korean economy depends heavily, 
are likely to give strong impacts on this year's growth, and weather conditions, 
affecting the yields of crops will aleo decermine the future of the GNP increase. 


The increase rate of the GNP during thie year's firet quarter is not so far beyond 
satisfactory resulte, though not pessimistic. The average increase rate during the 
1970's ran at over 8 percent. 


The comparable quarter of last year was the first period when the nation suffered 
a negative economic growth in 16 years. 


Last year's GNP increase rate of minus 5.7 percent was jointly attributable to 
slumps in the international economies and domestic factors, economic and non-eco- 
nomic. 
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Slugeish demands for consumption and declining investments in equipment also 
ahrank the economic activity in 1980, 


Social unrest and low temperatures last summer were aleo important reasons for the 
minus GNP, 


Meanwhile, rising exports and socio-political stability brought about the gain in 
the GNP, during the firet quarter of thie year, ae the Central Bank pointed out 
emphatically. 


The GNP increase during the period, however, wae only a quantitative expansion, 
not qualitative, ae it failed to accompany the augmentation in fixed investment. 


The authorities co.cerned are thus urged to encourage entrepreneurs to increase 
inpute in facilities and research and development, firet of all, apart from unavail- 
able conditions as ofl price rises and weather. 


The relevant authorities and busineseamen will have to etimulate workers to enhance 
international competitiveness and productivity so as to continuously push ahead 
with export increases. 


The importance of national consensus to maintain social stability and to propel 
economic development cannot be overexaggerated. 


In ‘ddition, economic order principally led by private businessmen and their 
creativity with less government involvements will be the prerequisite to the 
continuance of the high economic growth attained in the 1980's.

INDUSTRIES EXPECT IMPROVEMENT--Seoul, 11 May (YONHAP)--Korea's major industries 
are expected to show improvement in th») second quarter owing to increases in 
exports, domestic sales and production, a survey released by the Korea Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry said Monday. According to the eurvey covering 20 industries, 
including textiles, chemistry, steel and electronics, the production indexes 

for the period will increase 15.7 percentage pointe over the same period last year 
and 23,1 percentage pointe over the previous quarter. Domestic sales of the 
surveyed industries will go up by an average of 16.9 percent over the previous 
quarter, and sales of electronic products, particularly, are expected to double 
during the period while the chemical, textile and plywood industries will remain 
sluggish, the survey projected. Exports will increase by 25.8 percent over the 
same period last year, and exporte in the textile, petrochemical and steel indus- 
tries will increase considerably, among others, according to the survey. The 
survey also predicted that the operscing rates of these industries will go up 3.2 
points over the previous quarter and product inventories will increase by 5.9 
points, a much lower increase compared with that of last year. [Text] [(SK110117

OIL CONSUMPTION INCREASING--Seoul, 23 May (YONHAP)--Korea consumed 16.05 million 
barrels of ofl in April, 12.4 percent more than in the same month last year, 
Energy-Resources Ministry officials said Saturday. Bunker C O11 accounted for 
8.2) million barrels of the total consumption, up 11.0 percent from last year, 
Naptha for 1.98 million barrels (up 23.1 percent), light ofl for 3.36 million 
barrels (up 14 percent) and kerosene for 520,000 barrels (up 7.4 percent). Con- 
sumption of propane also increased by 20.4 percent to 180,000 barrels and butane 
by 29.8 percent to 240,000 barrels during the month. Only gasoline consumption 
dropped by 18.4 percent to 490,000 barrels. The total consumption of ofl during 
the first four months of this year amounted to some 67.06 million barrels, a 4.3- 
percent increase over the same period last year.

MAN? OWER MANAGEMENT BODY PROPOSED--Seoul, 25 April (YONHAP)--The Korean Govern- 
ment i@ studying a plan to set up & manpower resources developmen: and management 
corporation to meet steadily increasing industrial manpower demand and to help 
sustain the country's economic growth through rational manpower distribution, 
Government sources said Saturday that establishing such a body te necessary to 
"streamline" the current manifold manpower resources development and management 
agencies and work out effective manpower distribution policies. At present, the 
Economic Planning Board and the Science-Technology Ministry are in charge of formu- 
lating integrated manpower resources development policies, the Education Ministry 
deals with industrial and technical education, the Labor Ministry with vocational 
training and job security, and the Korea Technical Qualification Testing Agency 
with technical qualifications. The proposed corporation, to be set up in the 
Labor Ministry, will take over all such divergent functions from the other 
ministries to achieve “effective manpower resources development and management," 
the sources said.

ENFORCEMENT OF TAX REFORMS--A drastic package of tax reforms will come into force 


from early next month in an attempt to stamp out any wrongdoings involved in the 
existing tax administrative system. The revamp package, drawn up by the Office 

of National Tax Administration (ONTA), aims to isolate tax officials from taxpayers 
on the premise that taxational misdemeanors have been made possible by a close 
relationship between collectors and taxpayers. The drastic changes in the present 
tax processing system were explained yesterday by Kim Su-hak, commissioner of ONTA, 
who convened an extended meeting between high-ranking tax officials, including the 
heads of regional and district offices. Under the package, which will be enforced 
from June 1, the so-called “assignment system" will be scrapped for both sectional 
blocs and commodities. Thus far, each office splits the districts under its juris- 
diction and tax officials Lake exclusive charge of their assignments. This system 
has often come under fire because it could inspire irregularities. Office work 
and field activities will also be separated. Under the new scheme tax collectors 
will be prevented from investigating a firm's tax situation more than once. The 
new measures are designed to cover tax income, value-added and corporate taxes. 

In presenting the revamp, an ONTA official claimed it is an “epoch-making package 
which will basically revolutionize the nation's traditional tax administration 
system." Instead of permitting close contact between officials and taxpayers, 
ONTA plans to intensify public relations through its communications system and 
mail notices.

[Text] "Korean technical know-how is more relevant to Nigeria's needs than that 
of an ‘overdeveloped' country. This seems to me to be the reason why Nigeria has 
taken a positive step toward expanding its cooperative relations with Korea," 
journalist. 


Peter C. Osugo, general manager for publication of the DAILY TIMES, a mase~circu- 
lation paper published in Lagos, told the KOREA HERALD Wednesday that a series of 
visits here recently by senior Nigerian government officials including ite foreign 
minister demonstrates the eagerness of Seoul and Lagos to expand their bilateral 
cooperation. 


"Speaking as a journalist wyself, the endeavor by the two governments to increase 
their economic, technical and political cooperation is gaining momentum with 
increasing exchanges at the official level. I would hope that this momentum would 
also spread to the private sector," Osugo said. 


In addition to trade and technical cooperation, he said the two nations should 
also encourage more exchanges in the areas of culture and sports and cited soccer, 
which, he said, is also popular in his country, as an ideal catalyst for promoting 
Korean-Nigerian understanding at the private level. 


"Average Nigerians don't know the fact that the Republic of Korea has produced 
11 modern ships. And this is why I advocate more exchanges in the areas of 
culture and sports, which I believe could be often more effective than official 
publicity literature," Osugo explained. 


The senior journalist commended President Chon Tu-hwan's January 12 offer for an 
exchange of visits with North Korea's Kim Il-song as a “mature and positive expres- 
sion of the wish of the Korean people and the world." 


"Likewise," he went on, “your government's call for the simultaneous entry into 
the United Nations by the Republic of Korea and North Korea seems to me a positive 
move toward the realization of Korean unification." 


Osugo, who first visited Korea in October 1977, said Koreans are a hard working 
people with a singleness of purpose, that is, to overcome lack of resources and 
achieve industrial growth and added he was impressed with continuing progress in 
that endeavor, which he said he has witnessed at southern industrial towns including 
Pohang and Ulsan which he revisited this time.

During the two decades from 1961 to 1980, ite industrial output jumped at an 
average annual rate of 14.5 percent. The difficult and complex task of industri- 
alisation was carried out in a very short period of 14 years,

HEALTH SERVICES IN RURAL AREAS IMPROVED

mountain area of northwestern inland of Korea, is well known to the whole country 
as "a model hygienic county." 


Before liberation, it was the place where the life span of the people was the shortest 
in Korea. Above 70 percent of the population died from chronic endemics before 

they reached 40. At the thaw epidemics got prevalent, cutting down people in 

sheaves.

But today Chasong County has turned into a place where the people enjoy longevity 
in good health like in all other areas of the country under the porular public 
health policy of the Workers Party of Korea.

Now all the people in the county have doctors assigned them under the advanced 
section-doctor system, who render them systematic preventive medical services 
such as regular check-up, health consultation and preventive vaccination. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song took care that a specialised preventive 
hospital was set up for the protection of the health of the people there and sent 
them able doctors and precious medicines. 


And the party saw to it that nutriments and a wide variety of foodstuffs were 
supplied to the population and water service pipes were laid there before any 
other place.
